An in- 
formal discussion of the claims of the two 
herd books was continued for about two 
hours. Tbe trustees have decic Cd to com- 
promise the matter by offering two sets of 
premiums for Jerseys, one set based on the 
American Herd Book, and a similar one 
based on the Maine Herd book.
